At the end of 
that period each apprentice will be required to pass a test examination, 
and should he fail his indenture will b2 cancelled and his services 
dispensed with. Apprentices who have p.ssed a satisfactory examin- 
ation will spend the 3rd and 4th years of their articles in a drawing 
office or on works both in the Public Works Departm2nt and the 
Railway Department. The 5th year will be occupied by attendance 
at the Technical School. At the expiration of this time a final 
examination will be held. Those passing this examination will be 
siven employment in the Railway Department. 


During the period of their articles apprentices will draw a salary 
commencing at $240 and rising by annual increments of 360 to $480. 
On their appointment to the department they will draw a commencing 
silary of not less than $720.

2. Promotions to the Classes I and II can take place only as 
vacancies occur. Only such officers asx now hold fixed appointments 
in them, or as may hereafter come in by examination, shall be on the 
pensionable establishment.

3. All officers now on the pensionable establishment of the 
department may be required to pass the examination prescribed for 
their class before receiving further increases of salary, and, unless 
specially exempted, must do so before promotion to a higher class.

Those passing 
this examination will be placed on the pensionable establishment in 
Class II of the Subordinate Staff. 


During the period of their articles apprentices will draw a salary 
commencing at $240 and rising hy annual increments of 860 to $480. 
On their appointment to Class II they will draw a commencing salary 
of not less than $756. 

Apprentices failing to pass the final examination shall cease to 
have any claim to employment, but may be allowed, in the discretion 
of the Director of Public Works, to present themselves again for 
examination within six months. 
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Security to the extent of $1,000 will be reyuired of each apprentice, 
which will be forfeited should he refuse to serve the three vears 
subsequent to the completion of his articles. The forfeit will he 
reduced to $660 should he have served one year and to §330 should 
he have served two years. 


6. Tracers may be engaged on the approval of the Director of 
Public Works for the Drawing Offices ax vacancies occur, or improvers 
may be taken on at $240 who will become eligible for appointments 
in Class III, commencing at 8480. ‘These men may also qualify 
for the higher appointments as in the case of those officers now in 
the departinent. 


7. No claim to free quarters shall be admitted except for officers 
now in the department who are already entitled to them. Those who

by advertisement or in such manner as may be thought most advisable. 


16. QuaLiFIcaTiIons oF OvERSEEERS.—All overseers, however, are 
required to have a good knowledge of arithmetic, mensuration, 
elementary practical geometry and of simple account keeping, to 
be able to prepare simple working drawings; to lay out and construct 
a building from drawings and specifications; to prepare a simple 
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estimate on being furnished with a design and the rate of work;

17, Examinations 1n SpectaL Cases.—The Government may, on 
the advice of the Director of Public Works, in special cases dispense 
with any examination.

19. IneEFFICIENCY, ETC., TO BE ReporteD.—Local Heads will be 
responsible that any inefficiency, inattention to duty, or unbecoming 
conduct is immediately reported. 


20. Promotion sy Serection.—In the selection of officers for 
permanent promotion it should be understood that seniority is not 
in itself sufficient ground on which to base a claim, and will not 
be allowed to interfere with advancement of junior offivers who 
have proved themselves better qualified. No one will be brought 
forward who is not considered decidedly deserving of promotion 
on the ground of good service, the convenience of the public service 
being paramount to all other considerations.

Wages on the Truck System.

Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council as 
follows : 


1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Truck Enactment, 
1908,” and shall come into force on a date to be fixed by the Resident 
by notification in the Gazette. 


2. In this Enactment the following terms shall, unless the context 


otherwise requires, have the meaning hereby respectively assigned 
to them: 


(a) “Employer” means every person, firm, corporation, or com- 
pany who, or which, enters into a contract of service with 
any labourer, and includes the agent or manager of such 
person, firm, corporation, or company ; 


(b) “Labourer” means any person who, being a labourer, servant 
in husbandry, artificer, miner, wood-cutter, public vehicle 
driver, jinrikisha puller, or otherwise engaged in manual 
labour, enters into, or serves under, any contract to work 
personally for an employer ; 


(c) “ Wages” means any money had or contracted to be paid, 
delivered, or given as a recompense, reward, or remunera- 
tion for any labour ; 


(ad) “Contract” means any agreement, understanding, contri- 
vance, or agreement whatsoever whether direct or indirect, 
or made in words or in writing, on the subject of wages, 
to which an employer and a labourer are parties, or are 
assenting, or by which they are mutually bound the one 
to the other or whereby either of them has endeavoured 
to impose an obligation on the other. 


3. In all contracts for the hiring of any labourer or for the 
rformance by any labourer of any labour the wages of such labourer 
shall be madé payable in legal tender and not otherwise, and if in any 
such contract the whole or any part of such wages shall be made 
payable in any other manner such contract shall be illegal, null and 
void.

(iii) Every employer who has made any contract purports or 
intended to operate under this section shall give to the labourer a 
copy of such contract or of the notice containing its terms, as the case 
may be, and shall keep a register of deductions or payments and shall 
enter therein details of every deduction or payment purporting to be 
made under any such contract.

be liable on conviction before a Magistrate to a “fine not exceeding fifty order.

10. Any employer who enters into any contract or makes any Penalties. 
payment contrary to the provisions of this Enactment or declared by 
this Enactment to be illegal or makes any deduction from the wages 
of any labourer or receives any payment from any labourer contrary 
to the provisions of this Enactment shall be liable on conviction before 
a Magistrate to a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars or for a second 
or subsequent offences to a fine not exceeding one thousand dollars.

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2. An Enactment to amend “ The Widows and Orphans’ Pension Enact- 
ment, 1905,” is explained by the Resident and passed as No. 2 of 1908. 


8. The draft Truck Enactment, to prohibit the payment of Labourers’ 
Wages on the Truck System, is then considered. The Resident states that 
certain amendments have been made to the original draft, on the lines 
recommended in the report of Mr. Osborne and the Chinese Members. He 
proceeds to explain the Enactment section by section and requests the 
Council to pass it. Mr. Oshorne advises that it be not made law until 
the public have had time to understand its conditions, and have become 
accustomed to the altered state of affairs. To upset existing arrangements 
among miners and employers of labour at the present period of depression 
would not be sound policy. Towkay Foo Choo Choon agrees, stating that 
he fears there may be a panic unless the alteration is gradual. The Datoh 
Sri Adika Raja considers it a useful Enactment and regards the suggested 
trouble as more imaginary than real. The other Members give their 
opinion in turn, and eventually the Enactment is passed as No. 3 of 1908, 
the Council recommending that the date of its coming into force be delayed 
for six months. 


+. With reference to the question of the general cancellation of 
unworked mining -lands,: introduced by Mr. Osborne at the Meeting of 
the 4th December, 1907, the Resident announces that, in view of the 
present depression and low price of tin, he has issued the following instruc- 
tions to all District Officers in Perak : 


(a) Great care should be exercised as regards the forfeiture of 
mining leases for failure to comply with the labour conditions ; 


() Before forwarding any notice “to show cause,” it must be 


ascertained from the Warden what the lessee’s total area and 
labour force are, and from the lessee, if not an absentee 
from the State, what his intentions are with regard to the 
land in question ; 


(c) When forwarding a notice “to show cause” for the British 
Resident’s approval, these details should be given, and if the 
lessee is not to be found, or is known to have left Perak, 
that fact should also be stated ; 


() For the present, the British Resident does not propose, as a rule, 
to sanction the issue of such notices, or to cancel the leases, 
unless it is shown that the lessee has left the State, or that 
the land is required for a public purpose, or is being locked 
up as a speculation against neighbouring mines in :full 
working. 


The Council express themselves as fully satisfied with the action taken 
in the matter. 


5. With reference to Mr. Osborne’s recommendation, made at the 


Meeting of the 4th December, 1907, for a reduction in the tin duty, the 
Resident informs the Council that His Excellency the High Commissioner 
regrets that he is unable to revise the duty.

39. Where application is made to the Director to transfer to the 
Government Savings Bank any sum standing to the credit of a 
depositor in the Post Office Savings Bank of the United Kingdom or 
in the Government Savings Bank of a British Possession the Director

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1. An Enactment to repeal and re-enact “The Steam Boilers Enact- 
ment, 1903,” is explained by the Secretary to Resident and passed as 
Enactment No. 5 of 1908. It is agreed that it come into force on the Ist. 
July, 1908. 

2. The Secretary to Resident reads the notes of evidence taken in a 
case in which one Natuni was convicted of murder, and sentenced to death 
by the Judicial Commissioner, Perak, sitting with two Assessors, on the 
25th March, 1908, The Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal. The 
Council confirms the sentence of death passed on the prisoner. =~ 


3. The Secretary to Resident reads the record of the proceedings 
before the Court of Appeal in the matter of an appeal by one Vellu, who, 
on the 14th April, 1908, was convicted before the Judicial Commissioner, 
Perak, sitting with two Assessors at Ipoh, of the offence of murder, and 
was sentenced to death. The Court of Appeal dismissed the appeal, but 
considered that there were sufficient reasons why the sentence should be 
commuted to such lesser penalty as the Ruler of the State in Council might 
deem sufficient. It is decided to commute the death sentence to one of 
rigorous imprisonment for life. 


4. The petition of Mr. Hermann Muhlinghaus, Merchant, of Wiesbaden, 
Germany, for a grant of exclusive privileges in respect of an invention for 
“Improvements in and relating to the Extraction of Tin from its Ores” is 
considered, and a grant of patent rights for fourteen years is approved.

An Enactment to repeal and re-enact “The Steam 
Boilers Enact ment, 1903.” 


E. L. Brockman, {27th May, 1908.] 
Acting British Resident. 


Ir is hereby enacted by His Highness the Sultan in Council us 


follows : 
Short title and 1. This Enactment may be cited as “The Steam Boilers Enact- 
ah ment, 1908,” and shall come into force on the Ist day of July, 1908. 
Repeal, 2. (i) Upon the coming into force of this Enactment, the Enact- 


ment specified in the first schedule hereto shall be repealed to the 
extent mentioned in the third column of the said schedule. 


(ii) Notwithstanding this repeal every certificate issued under the 
Enactment hereby repealed shall continue and be as if issued under 
this Enactment and any non-compliance with the terms and conditions 
of any such certificate of which any person is guilty of after the ” 
coming into operation of this Enactment may be punished in like 
manner as if he were guilty of an offence against this Enactment. 


Interpretation. 3. In this Enactment unless the context otherwise requires : 


The term “boiler” includes any cylinder or vessel for generating 
steam under pressure. 


The term “engine” means any engine uscd in the production of 
motive power and worked by steam from a boiler. 


The term “owner” includes any agent ordhirer using any engine or 
boiler. 


Inspectors to by SH 4, The Resident may appoint Inspectors to inspect boilers and 

Jappointert, engines who for the purpose of such inspection are hereby empowered - 
to enter any premises in or upon which any such boiler or engine niay 
be at any time between the hours of 6 a.m. and 6 p.m. or at any time 
when the boiler is under steam. : 


Prohibition of 5. The owner of a boiler or engine on shore shall not use the same 

uso without within the State unless a certificate has been duly granted in respect 
thereof in the manner hereinafter provided, nor shall he continue to use 
such boiler or engine after the expiration of the period for which such 
certificate is granted. 
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6. If the owner of a boiler or engine gives iotice to an Inspector Inspector to 
under this Enactment of his desire to have the same inspected, the examine holler 
Inspector to whom such notice is given shall make a thorough examina- notice. 
tion of such boiler or engine and every part thereof at a time to be 
appointed by him between sunrise and sunset and within a reasonable 

riod after such notice and the owner or person in charge thereof 
shall afford to such Inspector all reasonable facilities for such examina- 
tion and all such information as may reasonably be required. 


7. If the Inspector after making such examination is satisfied that 
such boiler or engine is in good condition he shall on payment by the 
owner thereof of the prescribed fees deliver to him a certificate in the 
form in the second schedule to this Enactment. 


8. (i) The Resident may revoke any certificate granted under the Power to revoke 
provisions of this Enactment on any of the following grounds : certiflente, 


(a) That such certificate has been fraudulently obtained or 
erroneously granted ; 


(b) That it has been granted without sufficient inspection ; 


(c) That the boiler or engine in respect of which it has been 
_ granted has sustained injury or is uot in good condition ; 


(d) That the boiler or engine in respect of which it has been 
granted is not in charge of a person competent to have 
charge of the same ; 


_ (e) That the pressure of steam used is greater than is allowed 
by the certificate. 


Gi) On sueh revocation an Inspector under this Enactment, not certificate on 
being the person who granted the revoked certificate, shall again reesamination, 
examine the boiler or engine in respect of which such revoked certifi- 
cate was granted and if he is satisfied that the same is in good 
condition and in charge of a competent person shall grant another 
certificate. 


(iii) Provided that no additional fee shall be paid unless there 
shall appear to have been reasonable ground for such revocation as 
aforesaid. 


9. The owner of a boiler or engine who holds a certificate therefor When owner 
shall at all reasonable times during the period for which the same Veund to pro. 
may be in force be bound to produce such certificate when called upon a is 
to do so by the Warden of Mines, or by any District Officer within 
his district, or by any Inspector under this Enactment. 


10. (i) The Resident may, with the approval of the Resident- Resident, with 
General, at any time after the passing of this Enactment and from approval of 
time to time make rules consistent with this Enactment for all or any Gen 


of the following purposes, that is to say: 1p pele sileas 


(a) For prescribing the times and the manner in which boilers 
and engines shall be inspected, including the preparations 
to be made for emptying and cooling down boilers, 
opening man and mud hole doors, cleaning out grates, 
flues, and the like; 
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(6) For regulating the pressure of steam under which any 
boiler may be worked ; 


(¢) For prescribing the qualifications to be possessed by engi- 
neers and engine drivers before being entrusted with 
the care or management of boilers or engines, and in case 
of those not possessing a certificate of competency as 
engineers or engine drivers, for prescribing the nature 
of the examination as to their competency and the issue 
to them of certificates of competency ; 


(d) For prescribing the fees to be paid for the inspection of 
boilers and engines and for the issue of certificates 
authorising the use of such boilers and engines, and for 
prescribing the fees to be paid for the examination of 
and for the grant of certificates of competency to engi- 
neers and engine drivers ; 


(e) For prescribing the precautions to be taken on the change 
of engineers and engine drivers, and the notices to be 
given by the owners of boilers and engines of any 
contemplated change of engineer or engine driver ; 


(f) For prescribing the manner in which the horse-power of 
boilers and engines shall be calculated for the purposes 
of this Enactment. 


(ii) All such rules shall be published in the Gazette and shall come 
into force on the day on which they are last so published or on such 
later day as may be specified in the notification publishing them. 


Penalty. 11. The owner of a boiler or engine who uses the same without or 
contrary to the terms and conditions of a certificate duly obtained and 
in force in respect thereof under this Enactment shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Enactment and shall be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars and to a further fine not exceeding fifty dollars 
for every day during which such offence is continued. 


12, It shall"be lawful for the Resident, with the approval of the 
Resident-General, to exempt from the provisions of this Enactment 
boilers kept in use by any Government department and also the 
persons for the time being in charge of such boilers.

“THE STEAM BOILERS ENACTMENT, 1908.” 


Rctes made by the Resident under “The Steam Boilers 
Enactinent, 1908,’’ to come into force on the 2nd 
day of July, 1908. 


1. Inspectors of Boilers appointed under section 4 of the Enact- 
ment shall perform their duties under the direction of the Government, 
to whom they are held personally responsible. 


2. They shall keep, in forms A and B, an index register and 
dimension sheet of all boilers and engines under the operation of the 
Enactment. 


3. There shall be two kinds of inspections : 


A.—A thorough examination every twelve months, inside and out- 
side, for which purpose the boilers must be emptied, cooled, cleaned, 
and flues swept. and, if required by the Inspector, any parts or setting 
shall be removed for a complete examination of the boilers and the 
main steam pipe connected therewith. The engines to be opened up 
and working parts exposed. Provided that when the engines are in 
charge of certificated engineers a certificate to the effect that the 
engine has been examined and found in order will be accepted in lieu 
of the examination by the Inspector. 


B.—The ordinary examination, once in every twelve months, of a 
hoiler while at. work. 

INSPECTION A. 

4. (i) When boilers are in charge of resident certificated engineers 
it shall not be necessary to have more than one thorough examination 
in all per annum. Such examination shall be held during the twelfth 
month from the date of the last inspection, the owner giving a week's 
notice to the Inspector of the time most convenient to the said owner, 
and in default of such notice the Inspector shall select his own time 
giving one week’s notice in form C in the appendix hereto, so as to 
ensure that the examination shall be held before the expiration of the 
twelfth month. 


Gi) This examination is to be on every part of the boiler and its 
fittings, including the main steam pipes connected therewith. If, after 
giving one week’s notice, as required in the foregoing paragraph, the 
boilers are not cool, clean, flues swept, ete., and ready for inspection 
on the date named, according to the requirements of notice C, or if any 
request. made to remove the said fittings or settings be not complied 
with, then the Inspector may prohibit the working of the boilers. 
Provision shall be made for recording results of inspection in the 
office of the Inspectors. 
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(iii) If the Inspector, after making such examination, is satisfied 
that such boiler and engine is in good condition, he shall, on payment 
by the owner thereof of the prescribed fees, deliver to him a certificate 
in the form in the second schedule to the Enactment. 


(iv) When boilers are in charge of non-resident certificated 
engineers, one visit per month shall be made by them, and they must 
forthwith report in writing the result and date of the visit to the 
Inspectors. 


(v) In the case of new boilers, and boilers examined for the first 
time, the Inspector shall follow the instructions in the appendix in 
respect to regulating the working pressure. Provided that, for the 
purpose of regulating the working pressure, the certificates of the 
Board of Trade, Lloyds’, or one of the recognised Boiler Insurance 
Companies shall be accepted. 


INSPECTION B. 

5. (i) The Inspector—except in any period of six months when a 
thorough inspection under A has been made, or except in cases where 
a certificated engineer is in charge especially exempted under clause 4 
(i)—shall examine every boiler and main steam pipe, with the fittings 
directly connected therewith, once every twelve months, and shall 
endorse the certificate to work the boiler. These examinations shall 
be conducted while the boiler is at work and without giving any notice 
to the owner. 


(ii) In cases where an engine or boiler is standing idle and the 
owner does not require a further survey, notice shall be sent to the 
Inspector’s office, before the expiration of the time stated on the 
certificate for which the engine or boiler is allowed to work, otherwise 
the survey will be made and the fees charged as if the engine or 
boiler was in use. In every case before again starting such engine or 
boiler to work, if the period mentioned in the certificate has expired, 
the owner shall send notice to the Inspector, and the engine or boiler 
shall be surveyed in accordance with these rules. 


6. Every boiler in charge of non-resident certificated engineers, or 
in charge of certificated engine drivers only, shall have, in addition to 
other safety valves, a lock-up spring loaded safety valve of approved 
design and construction. Such valve shall be under the control of the 
Inspector only and shall be tested and set by him at the ordinary 
inspections. The key of this safety valve shall be kept by the 
Inspector. 


7. Every steam boiler in use in the State after the 2nd day of 
July, 1908, shall be provided with a fusible plug fitted to the satis- 
faction of the Inspector. Such plugs shall be made of an alloy approved 
by the Inspector and shall be renewed every twelve months. 


8. The following scale of fees (including the transport expenses of 
the Inspector) shall be charged for the following purposes : 
(a) Thorough examination (A) of each boile’ 
and engine ooh Se ah a. $16 
(b) After notice given under rule 4 (i) to stop, 
and to have the boiler and flues cleaned 
out, if not ready, for each extra visit ... 5 
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(c) Ordinary examination (B) of each boiler 
and engine, with endorsement of certifi- 
cate eae w= 6-88 


(ad) Each duplicate certificate granted 0 5 


All such fees shall be paid into the State Treasury for the benefit 
of the public revenue. 


9. (i) No person shall be allowed to take charge of a boiler unless 
he be possessed of a certificate of competency, to be obtained as here- 
inafter provided. 


(ii) There shall be two classes of certificates, viz., engineers’ certi- 
ficates and engine drivers’ certificates, in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the Resident. Each class shall be divided into two grades, 
viz., first and second grade engineers’ certificates and first and 
second grade engine drivers’ certificates. The qualifications for each 
grade shall be as follows: 


10. Seconn Grape Encinerr.—- A candidate for a second grade 
engineer’s certificate must be 21 years of age: 

(a) He must have served an apprenticeship of at least three 
years in some factory or workshop for the making or 
repairing of engines ; 

(b) He must be able to give a description of boilers, and the 
methods of staying them ; 

(c) He must understand how to correct defects due to corrosion 
and decay in bvilers ; 

(d) He must be able to state how a temporary or permanent 
repair could be effected in case of derangement of a part 
of the machinery, or total break-down ; 

(e) He must be able to calculate safety valve pressures, whether 
dead-weight, lever or spring-loaded ; 

(f) He must understand the use of the slide valve, and the 
setting of the same; 


(g) He must understand how to set lines of shafting, and how 
to increase or diminish the speed of the same by means 
of pulleys, or tooth gearing ; 

(hk) He must write a legible hand, and his knowledge of 
arithmetic must include the extraction of the square 
root. 


11, First Grape Enainerr.—-A candidate for a first grade 
engineer’s certificate must be 22 years of age. 


In addition to the qualifications required for a second grade 
engineer : 


(a) He must be in possession of a second grade engineer's 
certificate and must prove that he has actually been 
in charge of engines and boilers for at least one year 
with a second grade engineer’s certificate ; 


(b) He must be able to make rough working drawings of 
the different parts of the engine and boilers ; 
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(c) He must have a good general knowledge of boiler con- 
struction, and be able to calculate the working pressure 
from given dimensions ; 


(d) He must understand the different methods of setting land 
boilers ; 

(e) He must understand the making of foundations for engines, 
boilers, chimneys, etc., and have a general knowledge of 
brickwork ; 

(f) His knowledge of arithmetic must include the mensuration 
of superficies and solids and the extraction of the cube 
root. 


Provided that a certificate of competency as first class engineer 
issued by the Marine Department of the Board of Trade, or in any of 
His Majesty’s Colonies by competent authority, may be accepted 
in lieu of a first grade engineer’s certificate, and a certificate of 
competency as second class engineer issued by the Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, or in any of His Majesty’s Colonies 
by competent authority, may be accepted in lieu of a second grade 
engineer’s certificate. Provided also that any engineer arriving in 
the Federated Malay States in charge of a steam boiler, who can 
satisfy the Inspector as to his competency and that he has been in 
charge of bvuilers of above 70 horse-power for a period of two years 
shall be entitled to a first grade engineer’s certificate. 


12. The examination for the above certificate shall be partly viva 
voce and partly by examination papers, and shall be conducted by 
examiners appointed by the Resident. 


RE-EXAMINATION IN CASE OF FAILURE OF ENGINEER. 

13. If the applicant fails in viva voce or practical part of the 
examination, he may not present himself for re-examination until he 
can produce proof of three months’ further service. In the case of a 
second grade examination, this service must be in a workshop or as 
an assistant in some factory. In the case of a first grade examina- 
tion, the applicant must have been in charge of engines and boilers for 


that period. 


14. Seconp Grape Enaine Driver.-~A candidate for a second 
grade engine driver’s certificate must be 21 years of age: 

(«) He must have served as fireman to any boiler for a period 
of not less than two years ; 

(b) He must understand the uses of the various cocks and 
valves on a condensing engine and boiler ; 

(c) He must be able to answer the necessary verbal questions 
and satisfy the examiner that he is capable of taking 
charge of an engine and boiler under this grade. 


15. First Grape Enaine Driver.—A candidate for a first grade 
engine driver's certificate must be 22 years of age. 

In addition to the qualifications required for a second grade 
engine driver : 


: (a) He must possess a second grade engine driver's certifi- 
cate and prove that he has been in charge of an engine 
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and boiler for a period of not less than one year, with a 
second grade engine driver's certificate ; 

(b) He must understand the use of a condenser in condensing 
engines, and be able to point out the positions of the 
different valves in the condenser and their uses ; 


(c) He must understand how to remedy defects in cases of 
break-downs or failure of any part of the boiler or 
engine. 


16. These examinations shall be entirely viru voce, and. if neces: 5 
the candidate will be taken to an engine and boiler and must be able 
to point out the various cocks and valves and explain the use and 
action of each. 


17. Every candidate for « certificate, either as engineer or engine 
driver, must produce satisfactory references as to sobriety and good 
conduct. 


BE-EXAMINATION IN CASE OF FAILURE OF ENGINE DRIVER. 
18. If the applicant fails in his examination, he may not present 


himself for re-examination for a period of six months, when he must 
show papers that he has been employed for that period. 


19. A register of all passed engineers and engine drivers, with 
the duplicate of the certificate granted. shall be lodged in the Inspec- 
tor’s office. 


20. To every certificate of competency issued to an engine driver 
under this Enactment, there shall be attached by the issuing authority 
a photograph of the person to whom such certificate is issued. Such 
photograph shall be supplied by the person to whom such certificate is 
issued, and it shall be incumbent upon such person to preserve the 
same in good condition, or to return the certificate to the issuing 
authority with a view to having a fresh photograph attached. 


CHANGE OF ENGINEER OR ENGINE DRIVER. 

21. In the event of any change of the engineer or engine driver 
attached to an engine, notice of such change shall be sent within 
one week to the Inspector, stating the name of the incoming engineer 
or engine driver and the number and date of his certificate. 


REQUIREMENTS. 
22. 

(a) In the case of a boiler not exceeding 35 horse-power, there 
shall be in charge a second grade engine driver ; 

(6) Exceeding 35 horse-power, but not exceeding 70 horse- 
power, a first grade engine driver ; 

(c) Exceeding 70 horse-power, but not exceeding 200 horse- 
power, a second grade engineer and an engine driver 
for each separate engine ; 

(d) Above 200 horse-power, a first grade engineer und am 
engine driver for each separate engine. 
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The horse-power referred to in this rule means collective horse- 
power. 


The horse-power referred to is ascertained in the following manner: 


FOR PRIME MOVERS. 
When D = diameter of cylinder 
P = working pressure of boiler 
HP = horse-power 
then for non-condensing single cylinder engines :

and for condensing single cylinder engines :

For two or more cylinders of the same diameter working on the 
one shaft multiply the horse-power obtained from the single cylinder 
by the number of cylinders. 

For double or triple compound engines condensing or non-conden- 
sing multiply the horse-power obtained by the applied rule, using 
the high pressure cylinder diameter, by the number of cylinders. 

In the case of an engine to which the above rules do not apply the 
actual horse-power transmitted through the shaft will be taken as the 
horse-power.

1, The Inspector shall fix the working pressure for boilers, coming 
in for examination for the first time, by a series of caleulations for the 
strength of the various parts and according to the workmanship and 
material. 

2. When boilers are made throughout of iron, or when boilers have 
certain parts made of iron, tests of such material need not be asked for. 

3. When,steel has been used in the construction of new boilers the 
Tuspector is to ask for, and obtain if possible, the steel makers’ record 
of the tests as usually issued with material for bvilers. 

4. Cylindrical shells : 

The working pressure of the cylindrical shells of steel oilers may 
be obtained from the following formula: 

' C(T-1) x E

where C=19-7 when the longitudinal seams are fitted with double 
butt straps of equal width and of a thickness at least equal to that 
obtained from the formula for butt straps 
; C =19-05 when the double butt straps are of unequal width—

RuixEs made by the Resident under “ The Steam Boilers 
Enactment, 1908,” to come into force on the 2nd 
day of July, 1908. 


1. Inspectors of Boilers appointed under section 4 of the Enact- 
ment shall perform their duties under the direction of the Government, 
to whom they are held personally responsible. 


2. They shall keep, in forms A and B, an index register and 
dimension sheet of all boilers and engines under the operation of the 
Enactment. 


3. There shall be two kinds of inspections : 


A.—A thorough examination every twelve months, inside and out- 
side, for which purpose the boilers must be emptied, cooled, cleaned, 
and flues swept, and, if required by the Inspector, any parts or setting 
shall be removed for a complete examination of the boilers and the 
main steam pipe connected therewith. The engines to be opened up 
and working parts exposed. Provided that when the engines are in 
charge of certificated engineers a certificate to the effect that the 
engine has been examined and found in order will be accepted in lieu 
of the examination by the Inspector. 


B.—The ordinary examination, once in every twelve months, of a 
boiler while at work. 

INSPECTION A. 

4. (i) When boilers are in charge of resident certificated engineers 
it shall not be necessary to have more than one thorough examination 
in all per annum. Such examination shall be held during the twelfth 
month from the date of the last inspection, the owner giving a week’s 
notice to the Inspector of the time most convenient to the suid owner, 
and in default of such notice the Inspector shall select his own time 
giving one weck’s notice in form C in the appendix hereto, so as to 
ensure that the examination shall be held before the expiration of the 
twelfth month. 


(ii) This examination is to be on every part of the boiler and its 
fittings, including the main steam pipes connected therewith. If, after 
giving one week’s notice, as required in the foregoing paragraph, the 
boilers are not cool, clean, flues swept, etc., and ready for inspection 
on the date named, according to the requirements of notice C, or if any 
request made to remove the said fittings or settings be not complied 
with, then the Inspector may prohibit the working of the boilers. 
Provision shall be made fur recording results of inspection in the 
office of the Inspectors. 
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(iii) If the Inspector, after making such examination, is satisfied 
that such boiler and engine is in good condition, he shall, on payment 
by the owner thereof of the prescribed fees, deliver to him a certificate 
in the form in the second schedule to the Enactment. 


(iv) When boilers are in charge of non-resident certificated 
engineers, one visit per month shall be made by them, and they must 
forthwith report in writing the result and date of the visit to the 
Inspectors. 


(v) In the case of new boilers, and boilers examined for the first 
time, the Inspector shall follow the instructions in the appendix in 
respect to regulating the working pressure. Provided that, for the 
purpose of regulating the working pressure, the certificates of the 
Board of Trade, Lloyds’, or one of the recognised Boiler Insurance 
Companies shall be accepted. 


INSPECTION B. 

5. (i) The Inspector—except in any period of six months when a 
thorough inspection under A has been made, or except in cases where 
a certificated engineer is in charge especially exempted under clause 4 
(i)—shall examine every boiler and main steam pipe, with the fittings 
directly connected therewith, once every twelve months, and shall 
endorse the certificate to work the boiler. These examinations shall 
be conducted while the boiler is at work and without giving any notice 
to the owner. 


(ii) In cases where an engine or boiler is standing idle and the 
owner does not require a further survey, notice shall be sent to the 
Inspector’s office, before the expiration of the time stated on the 
certificate for which the engine or boiler is allowed to work, otherwise 
the survey will be made and the fees charged as if the engine or 
boiler was in use. In every case before again starting such engine or 
boiler to work, if the period mentioned in the certificate has expired, 
the owner shall send notice to the Inspector, and the engine or boiler 
shall be surveyed in accordance with these rules. 


6. Every boiler in charge of non-resident certificated engineers, or 
in charge of certificated engine drivers only, shall have, in addition to 
other safety valves, a lock-up spring loaded safety valve of approved 
design and construction. Such valve shall be under the control of the 
Inspector only and shall be tested and set by him at the ordinary 
inspections. The key of this safety valve shall be kept by the 
Inspector. 


7. Every steam boiler in use in the State after the 2nd day of 
July, 1908, shall be provided with a fusible plug fitted to the satis- 
faction of the Inspector. Such plugs shall be made of an alloy approved 
by the Inspector and shall be renewed every twelve months. 


8. The following scale of fees (including the transport expenses of 
the Inspector) shall be charged for the following purposes : 
(a) Thorough examination (A) of each boiler

(b) After notice given under rule 4 (i) to stop, 
and to have the boiler and flues cleaned ;

All such fees shall be paid into the State Treasury for the benefit 
of the public revenue. 


9. (i) No person shall be allowed to take charge of a boiler unless 
he be possessed of a certificate of competency, to be obtained as here- 
inafter provided. 


(ii) There shall be two classes of certificates, viz.. engineers’ certi- 
ficates and engine drivers’ certificates, in such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the Resident. Each class shall be divided into two grades, 
viz., first and second grade engineers’ certificates and first and 
second grade engine drivers’ certificates. The qualifications for each 
grade shall be as follows: 


10. Seconp Grape Enaineer.—A candidate for a second grade 
engineer’s certificate must be 21 years of age: 


(a) He must have served an apprenticeship of at least three 
years in some factory or workshop fur the making or 
repairing of engines ; 

(b) He must be able to give a description of boilers, and the 
methods of staying them ; 

(c) He must understand how to correct defects due to corrosion 
and decay in boilers ; 


(d) He must be able to state how a temporary or permanent 
repair could be effected in case of derangement of a part 
of the machinery, or total break-down : 

(e) He must be able to calculate safety valve pressures, whether 
dead-weight, lever or spring-loaded ; 

(f) He must understand the use of the slide valve, and the 
setting of the same; 

(y) He must understand how to set lines of shafting, and how 
to increase or diminish the speed of the same by means 
of pulleys, or tooth gearing ; 

(h) He must write a legible hand, and his knowledge of 
arithmetic must include the extraction of the square 
root.

(a) He must be in possession of a second grade engineer's 
certificate and must prove that he has actually been 
in charge of engines and boilers for at least one year 
with a second grade engineer's certificate ; 


(b) He must be able to make rough working drawings of 
the different parts of the engine and boilers ; 
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(c) He must have a good general knowledge of boiler con- 
struction, and be able to calculate the working pressure 
from given dimensions ; 

(d) He must understand the different methods of setting land 
boilers ; 

(e) He must understand the making of foundations for engines, 
boilers, chimneys, etc., and have a general knowledge of 
brickwork ; 

(f) His knowledge of arithmetic must include the mensuration 
of superficies and svlids and the extraction of the cube 
root, 

Provided that a certificate of competency as first class engineer 
issued by the Marine Department of the Board of Trade, or in any of 
His Majesty’s Colonies by competent authority, may be accepted 
in lieu of a first grade enginecr’s certifieate, and a certificate of 
competency as second class engineer issued by the Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, or in any of His Majesty’s Colonies 
by competent authority, may be accepted in lieu of a second grade 
engineer's certificate. Provided also that any engineer arriving in 
the Federated Malay States in charge of a steam boiler, who can 
satisfy the Inspector as to his competency and that he has been in 
charge of bvilers of above 70 horse-power for a period of two years 
shall be entitled to # first grade enginecr’s certificate. 


12. The examination for the above certificate shall be partly viva 
voce and partly by examination papers, and shall be conducted by 
examiners appointed by the Resident. 


RE-EXAMINATION IN CASE OF FAILURE OF ENGINEER. 

13. If the applicant fails in vivu voce or practical part of the 
examination, he may not present himself fur re-examination until he 
can produce proof of three months’ further service. In the case of a 
second grade examination, thix service must be in a workshop or as 
an assistant in some factory. In the case of a first grade examina- 
tion, the applicant must have been in charge of engines and boilers for 
that period. 

14, Sxconp Grape Enoine Driver.—-A candidate for a second 
grade engine driver’s certificate must be 21 years of age : ; 

(«) He must have served as fireman to any boiler for a period 
of not less than two years ; 

(b) He must understand the uses of the various cocks and 
valves on a condensing engine and boiler ; 

(c) He must be able to answer the necessary verbal questions 
and satisfy the examiner that he is capable of taking 
charge of an engine and boiler under this grade. 


15. Fiesr Grave Enaine Driver.—A candidate for a first grade 
engine driver’s certificate must be 22 years of age. 
In addition to the qualifications required for a second grade 
engine driver : 
(a) He must possess a second grade engine driver's certifi- 
cate and prove that he has been in charge of an engine 
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and boiler for a period of not less than one year, with a 
second grade engine driver’s certificate ; 

(b) He must understand the use of a condenser in condensing 
engines, and be able to point out the positions of the 
different valves in the condenser and their uses ; 


(¢) He must understand how to remedy defects in cases of 
break-downs or failure of any part of the boiler or 
engine. 


16, These examinations shall be entirely vive roce, and, if necessary, 
the candidate will be taken to an engine and boiler and must be able 
to point out the various cocks and valves and explain the use and 
action of each, 


17. Every candidate for a certificate, either as engineer or engine 
driver, must produce satisfactory references as to sobriety and good 
conduct. 


RE-EXAMINATION IN CASE OF FAILURE OF ENGINE DRIVER. 
18. If the applicant fails in his examination, he may not present 


himself for re-examination for a period of six months, when he must 
show papers that he has been employed for that period. 


19, A register of all passed engincers and engine drivers, with 
the duplicate of the certificate granted, shall be lodged in the Inspec- 
tor’s office. 


20. To every certifivate of competency issued to un engine driver 
under this Enactment, there shall be attached by the issuing authority 
a photograph of the person to whom such certificate is issued. Such 
photograph shall be supplied by the person to whom such certificate is 
issued, and it shall be incumbent upon such person to preserve the 
same in good condition, or to return the certificate to the issuing 
authority with a view to having a fresh photograph attached. 


CHANGE OF ENGINEER OR ENGINE DRIVER. 

21. In the event of any change of the engineer or engine driver 
attached to an engine, notice of such change shall be sent within 
one week to the Inspector, stating the name of the incoming engineer 
or engine driver and the number and date of his certificate.

Notice is hereby given that, in exercise of the powers 
vested in him by Land Rule No. 13 Table I # (ii), 
made on the 30th day of November, 1908, and

faction of the Resident to have been brought under bow? fide cultiva- 
lion with coconuts, fruit trees or rice. 

The rebate to be allowed shall be such as to reduce the rent for 
the vear to the following rates : 

(a) On land cultivated with coconuts... . $2 per acre 
(b) FS 7 fruit trees or rice... 1, 

In the case of land cultivated with more than one product. the 
decision of the Resident, as to the rebate, if any, to be given, shall be 
final. 

Such land will ordinarily be rated as cultivated with the product 
for which the highest rent is prescribed. 

Such rebate as may be allowed in respect of any laud will continue 
only so long as the land is kept under bow? fide cultivation, to the 
satisfaction of the Resident, with that product on account of which 
the rebate is given.

7. The plans of all memorials, monuments, or enclosures must be 
submitted to the Chairman for approval before erection. 


8. The Chairman shall in every case issue a receipt from a counter- 
foil book for all the fees received by him, and all such fees shall be paid 
by him for the account of the Sanitary Board. 


9. The Sanitary Board shall, in consideration of these fees, kee 
and maintain the cemetery in good order and condition, and shall 
appoint a caretaker, who shall arrange for the digging of graves and 
due maintenance of the grounds and memorials.

HONGKONG, STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, AND FEDERATED MALAY 
STATES CADETSHIPS. 


1. With the view of supplying the Civil Service of Hongkong, the 
Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States, Cadetships have 
been established, the holders of which are required to serve in either of 
the above-mentioned Colonies or in the States, and to devote themselves for 
a certain time after their arrival in the Hast to learning a native language. 
Cadets appointed to this service will in the first instance be allotted to the 
States or to one or other of the Colonies, and will, as a rule, look for 
promotion only in the States or in that Colony, but it must be distinctly 
-understood that they will be liable to be transferred at any time from 
one to another, at the discretion of the Secretary of State, without being 
‘given compensation for any special local privileges or allowances.

: _2. The Cadets, who must be natural-born British subjects of European 
‘descent, are selected by open competitive examination * held by the Civil 
Service Commissioners, to whom all enquiries on the subject should be 
addressed. 

The examination for these appointments will, as a rule, be held in the 
month of August, in those years in which vacancies have occurred, simulta-

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neously with the examination for the Civil Service of India. Candidates 
must be between the ages of 22 and 24 on the first day of August in the 
year in which the examination is held. 


3. The selected candidates will be expected to leave England about a 
month after the results of the examination are announced. 


4, Each Cadet will receive salary at the rate of £225 per annum, half 
salary to commence from the day of leaving England, and full salary from 
the date of his arrival in the Colony or State to which he may be sent. In 
Hongkong a Cadet receives a house allowance of $540 a year. In the 
Straits Settlements he receives free quarters or an allowance of £75 a year 
if quarters are not available. In the Federated Malay States he is provided 
with free quarters. A free passage to the Colony or State will be provided 
for the Cadet, subject to an undertaking to refund the cost of his passage 
in the event of his relinquishing the appointment within three years for any 
other reason than mental or physical infirmity. 


5. Every Cadet, on arrival in the Colony or State to which he may 
be sent, will be subject to any regulations as to Cadets (not inconsistent 
with this paper) which may from time to time be made by the local 
Government, including regulations as to examinations in native languages, 
etc. A Cadet who has passed such examinations is paid at the rate of 
£300 per annum until he obtains a substantive appointment. Should a 
Cadet remain three years, after passing his examinations, without obtaining 
a substantive appointment, his salary will be increased to £350. 


6. A Cadet will be liable to be dismissed if at any time his progress 
in his studies or his conduct shall be considered by the Government to be 
so unsatisfactory as to render such a course desirable. The Government 
will decide, having regard to the ground of dismissal, whether the Cadet 
shall be sent home at the public expense, or shall be left to find his own 
way home. 


7. Subject to the necessities of the service, leave of absence on half 
salary may be granted after a period of six years’ resident. service without 
any special grounds. It may be given before the expiration of that period 
in cases of serious indisposition or of urgent private affairs. In the absence 
of special grounds, the leave in such case must not exceed one-sixth of the 
officer’s resident service; on special grounds it may exceed that period by 
six months. In addition to the above, vacation leave on full pay may be 
granted, if no inconvenience or expense is caused thereby, not exceeding 
three months in any two years. 


8. The present rule as to superannuation is that in the case of ill 
health an officer may be allowed to retire on a pension after ten full years’ 
resident service; otherwise he must have attained the age of 55. For ten 
full years’ resident service fifteen-sixtieths of the average annual salary of 
the retiring officer’s fixed appointments for the three years prior to retire- 
ment may be awarded, to which one-sixtieth may be added for each 
additional year’s service; but no addition will be made in respect of any 
service beyond thirty-five years. For pension purposes absence on vacation 
leave counts as full service, and leave on half pay as half service. 


9. A deduction of 4 per cent. is made from the salaries of Cadets as a 
contribution towards the pensions of the widows and orphans of public 
officers. 


10. The currencies of Hongkong, the Straits Settlements and the 
Federated Malay States are silver dollar currencies. For purposes of 
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local payment in Hongkong, salaries fixed in sterling are converted into 
dollars at a rate fixed by the Government, and based upon the average 
exchange value of the dollar during the month ending on the fifteenth day 
of the month for which salary is to be paid. When, however, the average 
exchange rate for any month exceeds 2s., salaries are converted at 2x. to 
the dollar. In the Straits Settlements and the Federated Malay States 
sterling salaries are converted at the Government rate of exchange, which 
at present is 2s. 4d. to the dollar. 


11. The Civil Service of these Colonies and States is at present 
classified as follows, but no guarantee whatever is given that the numbers 
and conditions of the appointments or the salaries attached to them will 
remain unaltered. Moreover, some of the posts included in these classes 
are not exclusively confined to officers originally appointed as Cadets.

shall be accompanied by a certificate signed by the 
employer that it is a correct summary of the entries in 
his register during the preceding quarter of the year ; 


(c) He shall within twenty-one days after the posting to him 
or to his place of employment of a notice stating the 
amount at which he has been assessed for the last 
preceding quarter under section 5 of this Enactment 
pay to the Superintendent the amount mentioned in 
such notice: such amount shall be a debt due to the 
State and if not paid within such twenty-one days shall 
bear interest at the rate of eight per cent. per annum: 
any notice signed by the Supgrintendent shall be con- 
clusive evidence that the amount stated therein is due 
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by the employer unless it shall be rectified by the 
Superintendent or unless the employer shall within 
fourteen days after the receipt of any notice appeal to 
the Immigration Committee when the Immigration 
Committee shall consider the matter and their decision

(d) He shall, whenever called upon so to do by the Superin- 
tendent or by any officer authorised in writing by the 
Superintendent in such behalf, produce for the inspection 
of the Superintendent or officer so authorised his register 
and all other books kept by him in so far as they relate 
to payments niade by him in respect of work done by 
Tamil labourers. 


5. (i) The Immigration Committee may, with the consent of the Amount of

Such rate shall not exceed $1.25 in respect of cach labourer. 


(ii) The Superintendent shall forward to each employer a notice 
stating the amount at which he has been assessed in respect of the last 
preceding quarter. Such amount shall be reckoned by multiplying 
the average number of days’ work done by ‘Tamil labourers employed 
by him or working on his place of employment during the preceding 
quarter of the year by the rate notified under the last sub-section. 


(iii) The average number of days’ work done by Tamil labourers 
employed by any employer or working at his place of employment 
shall be the total number of days’ work done by Tamil labourers 
employed by him or working at his place of employment during the 
preceding quarter of the year divided by the number of working days 
comprised in such preceding quarter. 


(iv) The number of working days comprised in any quarter of a 
year shall be fixed by the Immigration Committee. 


(v) The Immigration Committee may make rules determining 
what constitutes a day’s work and such rules shall be published in the 
Gazette.

plete statement and the Court is satisfied that such statement was 
made with intent to evade payment, the Court shall forthwith proceed 
to determine, taking further evidence if necessary, the number of 
Tamil labourers in respect of whom the employer is liable to assess- 
ment under this Enactment, and the employer shall, in addition to any 
fine imposed upon him, pay a penalty of ten dollars in respect of 
each such Tamil labourer.

1. The Secretary to Resident reads to the Council the notes of 
evidence taken at the trial of one Ralla Singh for the murder of Lance-

The Council meets at 11.30 a.m, 


The Secretary to Resident reports to the Council the death of the 
Datoh Ahmor di Raja, Pandak Akat of Sungei Trap. It is decided 
that the commuted chabut of $500 per mensem is to cease from date 
of his death. The principal widow, Alang Sajuk, is recommended for a 
monthly pension of $10, as in the case of Toh Puan Onik, the widow 
of the late Orang Kaya Besar. 


2. The Secretary to Resident reads to the Council the draft of the 
Tamil Immigration Fund Enactment. This is passed and becomes Enact- 
ment No. 5 of 1908. 


Mr. Osborne requests that his protest may be recorded against the 
amended definition of employer, on the ground that this definition will 
operate very hardly in the case of employers, especially those engaged in 
mining, whose work is done practically by contract. 


Mr. Osborne points out that employers who use contract labour will 
lose the chief advantage of that system, in as much as they will be com- 
pelled in order to protect themselves from the severe penalties provided in 
the Enactment to exercise the same supervision as if there were no 
contract. : 


Mr. Osborne also draws attention to what he alleges is a conflict 
between the Rules and the Enactment. In Clause 5 (i) of the Enactment 
it is prescribed that the rate shall not exceed $1.25 in respect of each 
labourer. 


The Committee, however, have power to determine what constitutes a 
day’s work, and it appears that if the labourer earns by diligence more than 
40 cents a day the omployer is called upon to pay more in respect of each 
labourer. It is said that a labourer can earn in a mine as much as 80 cents 
a day, and in such case the employer may have to pay a double rate in 
respect of him. 
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It is suggested that this is contrary to the provision of Section 5 (i) of 
the Enactment, which expressly provides that the rate shall not exceed 
$1.25 in respect of each labourer, that is to say for each quarter of the year. 


One of the Chinese Members of Council, Mr. Leong Fee, of Tambun 
Mine, raises the same point. 


Mr. Osborne also draws attention to the fact that although the amend- 
ment made in the Enactment appear to have the support of the planting 
community, those interested in mining have not been consulted in any way. 


The Acting Resident promises to submit the point to Government.

2. In cases where payment is made for overtime or for work on 
contract or piece-work let to a contractor or sub-contractor, a day's 
work shall be the amount of work performed for a total payment of 
40 cents. 


3. In cases where a labourer is under an agreement, written or 
verbal, to pay a percentage to an employer on the value of the 
commodities produced or won by him on a place of employment, or to 
sell all such commodities to an employer, each calendar month for 
which he works shall be reckoned at twenty-five days’ work; and if 
such a labourer works for less than a calendar month, the work 
performed on every day on which he is so employed shall be reckoned 
as five-sixths of a day’s work.

3. Recruiters’ licenses giving a general authority to recruit labour 
for the Straits Settlements, Federated Malay States, or Johore can be 
obtained only from the Emigration Agent in Madras. 


4. Every kangany license shall show the wages payable to coolies 
to be recruited and the maximum amount recoverable from each cooly 
for expenses incurred on his behalf previous to his arrival at the place 
of employment. 


5. The Superintendent of Immigrants may refuse to issue kangany 
licenses and may cancel licenses previously issued for an employer— 


(a) who has been convicted of an offence against the pro- 
visions of “The Indian Immigration Enactment, 1904,” 
or “The Tamil Immigration Fund Enactment, 1908 ;” 


(6) against whom or against whose place of employment any 
order or notification has been made under sections 50, 
60 and 64 of “The Indian Immigration Enactment, 
1904; ” 


(c) who has failed to observe the conditions set forth on 
kangany licenses previously issued to him. 


Provided that an employer who is dissatisfied with the decision of the 
Superintendent may appeal to and appear personally before the Immi- 
gration Committee, whose decision in the matter shall be final.
